Chasidism to Feature 
Party at Hillel House 

The first main event of the new 
year for Hillel members Is a "Chas- 
Idlc Party" which will be held at 
Hillel house on the evening of Sun- 
day, January 15th, at S.OO p.m. 

The program will begin with a 
discussion of Chasldic history and 
customs. Then a scries of sketches 
will be used to portray "modern" 
Chasidism in America and at Hillel 
The evening will include authentic 
Eongs and dances of Chasidism, re 
freshmcnts and modern Israeli folk 
dancing. 

Chasidism is a religious move 
ment that originated among the 
Jews of southeastern Poland* In the 
eighteenth century. <It grew at a 
time when life for them was at Its 
lowest economic level, when faith 
in the Messianic belief had been 
temporarily shattered, and whin 
people were beginning to take re- 
fuge in the mysticism of the Kab- 
balisllc movement.

•This was one of the main themes 
of the conference held in India to 
try and solve some' of that coun- 
tries most pressing economic and 
political problems, said Dr. James 
who was the. lone Canadian rep- 
rcscntatlvc, the other representa- 
tives being from the United States. 

'•The other large area of discus- 
sion was the question of economics" 

reported Dr. James. "To most of us 
who came from the West the im- 
portant, outstanding thing at this 
conference was the appallingly low 
standard of living in India. At .the 
time of partition there were 11 mil- 
lion refugees who treked across the 
India-Pakistan border for religious 
or political reasons. The land area 
of India is completely occupied now 
by the existing peasant population 
and there is no opportunity for any 
more people on the land. There 
are 750,000 people living In the 
streets of Delhi. Its wide avenues 
now have continuous rows of little 
huts of clay, grass or ex-army types 
with no sanitation, no employment, 
no employment opportunities and 
the government of India is feeding 
them on a basic average of 30 ru 
pees a month."* 

To provide employment and to 
raise the standard of living, and 
take the burden off the budget of 
the Indian government, they must 
develop Industry and hydro-electric 
dams. There was a great deal ,of 
discussion at the conference about 
the need of capital. The present 
programme of India was slated to 
demand 1000 million dollars for the 
next \ivc years or two hundred 
millions a year for rehabilitation. 



on the part of a good many rcspon 
sible Indians that India will be 
very susccptlbte to Infiltration .of 
communist ideas. It is strongly 
stated that India has very few com- 
munists at the present time. 

I do hot think that anybody over 
here" that T'h.ave talked to realizes 
the importance of the trcmcndou.i 
disorganization resulting from par- 
tition two years ago and the miracle 
inherent in the fact that actually 
India and Pakistan did not go to 
war. • 

I saw a woman in a silk sari, 
which suggests that she came from 
reasonably good middle class fam- 
ily, somewhere around 35, carry- 
ing a baby, with two other children, 
both dressed In silk, all filthy 
dirty, and the woman was pushing 
in front of her, hand over hand, a 
bedroll of about 5 feet long by three 
feet in diameter, Just lifting one 
end, turning it over, raising it, 
picking it up and down again, along 
a dusty road. She had come at 
least 22 miles from the nearest vil 
lagc and she had further than that 
to go before she came to any town 

There Is sorrow and there is re- 
cognition of the impossible situa- 
tion that exists in many ways but 
there is a profound desire on the 
part of both sides of the frontier of 
India and Pakistan to avoid war 
and to work out peaceful solutions. 
I know of no case in the history of 
the world Where 11 million people 
have trekked across the frontier 
like that and where with so much 
loss of life and property the coun- 
tries have been able' to avoid a 
war."

The 'there' referred to In this well- 
known McGill song is that triang- 
ular plot of ground directly In 
front of the Arts Buijdlng. This 
piece of ground serves as the final 
resting place of James McGill, and. 
in spite of numerous rumours to 
the contrary, his remains* arc act- 
ually buried there. 

On December 19, 1813, James Mc- 
GIU died. Two days later the fun- 
eral procession proceeded through 
the cold winter weather lo the Pro- 
tcry on the outskirts 

of Montreal. 

In due course, a monument wai 
prepared by William Gilmore, the 
same man that cut the stones for 
the Nelson Column In Jacques Car 
tier Square. It was a solid, digni- 
fied monument, made of llmeston; 
and surmounted with a convention- 
al urn. The Inscription was Ion,; 
and detailed, commemorating th 
citizen who had been mcrchan! 
magistrate and soldier. Yet, it left 
unmentloncd what was to become 
his greatest claim to fame; the pro 
vision in his will which gave birth 
to McGill. "

Upholding the negative, Boris 
Gardavsky maintained that vicari 
ous pleasure Is obtained from watch 
ir.g inter-collegiate' sports.. They 
have the effect of creating school 
spirit and fusing the students, as 
well as giving participants of in- 
ter-mural athletics a goal to strive 
for. . ' ' • 

Isabel Gibbs reasserted , the ex- 
pense of senior sports and the 
cheapness of the lasser ones. Train- 
ing obtained In the inter-mural 
functions, both as participant and 
referee, are valuable In post-col- 
lege life. Miss Gibbs supported her 
argument with facts and figures. 

The last speaker for the nega- 
tive, Hugh Hamilton, . said that 
great publicity value was obtained 
from" senior sports, as well as 
friendship being fostered by travel 
between cities,,- inter-collegiate 
sports provide the money for all 
University Athletics. He concluded 
by saying that inter-mural athletic.; 
are adequate and are quite exten- 
sive a'id de-emphasis would be de- 
trimental. 



An historic rendezvous of Mc- 
Gill students has closed its dour? 

The Prince of Wales Hotel, 
known to thousands of former 
students as the "Pig and Whistle, 
was situated on McGill College 
Avenue just above St. Catherine 
Street. 

The hotel, a landmark, built 
around 1880 will be demolished in 
order, to make room for an exten- 
sion of the Montreal City and Dis- 
trict Savings Bank located on the 
cornei- of the two streets. 

However, the "Pig and Whistle" 
will not disappear from the centre 
of Montreal. It is moving west to a 
location on Crescent street, just 
below St. Catherine street. The new 
premises have been occupied for 
the last four years by the CBC's 
International Service. The CBC is 
moving Into new quarters In the 
CBC building, formerly the Ford 
Hotel. ' . 

The old "Prince of Wales Hotel 
was frequented by McGill students 
for many years, it being the nearest 
place a student could obtain "re- 
freshments." 

The bank -acquired all properties 
on the east side of the avenue up to 
and including the premise; former- 
ly occupied by the Rehouf Publish- 
ing firm.- Construction of its exten- 
sion will be commenced shortly. 
Cost will 'be an estimated $300,000.

At th'e Protestant Cemetery, 
James McGIU. was interred with 
his former business partner, John 
Portcous. There was some con- 
tusion as to which were the remains 
of James McGill and which wer; 
John Portcous. So a Professor of 
Anatomy from McGill was called 
in and this problem was settled. 

Thus on June 23, 1875 the burial 
plot at McGill was consecrated by 
the Anglican Bishop of Montreal in 
an Impressive ceremony. The or: 
final monument was sucurcd and 
moved to the" campus along with 
the mortal remains of James Mc 
Gill. The monument was set up to 
mark the place of the new grav 
and the final resting place of th 
founder of McGill. 

So it was that James McGill was 
brought back to the soil that he 
had loved so well in life. .,

Dr. Dunbar Suggests 
Research in Arctic 

Dr. Max J. Dunbar, McGill Uni- 
versity zoology profcss'oV, has asked 
the Fisheries Research". Board to do 
more work in eastern Arctic waters. 

He recommended that, the board's 
ship. Calanus, should bo used for 
Investigating shark fishing possi- 
bilities in Hudson strait and ex- 
ploring the sea floor In the area. 

Dr. Dunbar made the suggestion 
at the annual meeting of the board. 
He supervised the board's Investi- 
gations in the Eastern Arctic dur- 
ing the summer and reported that 
there were possibilities of Eskimos 
in the Ungava Bay. area fishing for 
shark and Atlantic cod. 

He headed a party which spent 
three months on the Calanus. mak- 
ing an océanographie survey of Un- 
gava Bay and investigating the pos- 
sibilities of development of marine 
resources by Eskimos. 



Grad Faculty Shows' 
Great Activity-James 

The 1948-49 session of the Facul- 
ty of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search was the most active one In 
its history, says Dr. James In his 
report for the past session. There 
were 622 students In the Faculty, 
and a large' number were refused 
admittance. 

New types of Degrees were es- 
tablished in this Faculty last year. 
They were: Master of Science (Ap- 
plied) and Doctor of Science (Ap- 
plied.) These degrees have been 
sanctioned so far only for the 
special case of Psychology. The 
program for the Masters degree 
would cpnslst of a year of course 
work and a year of supervised 
training on the job, plus a com- 
prehensive examination. The Doc 
tor's degree' would require a fur- 
ther year of academic work involv- 
ing some research and a further 
two years of supervised practice 
before examination. 

Much new and valuable equip 
ment has -been acquired by the 
Faculty the report goes, on to say. 
This Includes the Cyclotron and 
Radial ion. Laboratory, the Electron 
Microscope and the Mass Spectro- 
meter.

disturbances.

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Foreword

al Union of Students and its relations with the 
National Federation of Canadian Students. Tho 
, question of whether or not NFCUS should join 
1US (which should not be confused with Inter- 
national Student Service) has been a controver- 
sial issue on Canadian campuses for several 



years. The whole question may become a major 
, issue again when Canadian students arc asked 
for their views on sending a Canadian delegation 
to the World Student Congress to be held in 
Europe this summer. This series on IUS was

e-.Harwood, then president of the National Feder- 



ation of Canadian University Students 
T -(NFCUS). His lcttor formed the preface to his 
formal report on the Council meeting of (he "In" 
. ternational Union of Students (IUS) which had 
been held in Paris in September of that year*-. 
Part of the letter reads: 



"On a whole it is a story of frustration, failure, 
defeat, regret, humiliation and confusion —.but 
. there is still a hope of NFCUS benefitting îrôm 
experience." \z 

Grant Livingstone of The University of-Brit- 
1 ish Columbia, who had led the Canadian delega- 
tion seeking affiliation between NFCUS and 
IUS at the Paris Council meeting of the IUS in 
the summer of 1948, summed up in those few 
word? the position to which NFCUS policy had 
brought Canadian students trying to enter an 
"international" student group. His .history, and 
the story of that summer, arc interesting, be- 
cause they mark the climax to three years of 
Canadian student fumbling in an international 
arena which was from the first hostile to their 
traditions and heritage, which few "average" 
Canadian students knew anything about and 
weren't really very interested in, and in which 
they were unable to move surely and confident- 
ly towards a realization of their goals, 

Livingstone comes relatively late in the his- 
tory of the NFÇUS-IUS relationship. Before 
him there were many of Canada's most able 
' student leaders, almost all of whom saw in the 
international union an opportunity for Canadian 
students to get out into the world and support 
their ideas and ideals, even though they might 




have to fight a long, hard battle to make thcit 
relatively small voice heard. 

Tht story of Canada's NFCUS and the IUS is, 
with variations, the story of almost every union 
of students in democratic countries today. Den- 
mark, Sweden, Belgium, The Netherlands, Aus 
tralia, New Zealand, the United States, Switzer- 
land — there are fourteen altogether — are not 
at present members of the IUS. They arc not 
members because they refused, for one reason 
and another, to stay in an organization con- 
troller! and dominated by Communists. The 
weakness of their position lies in the fact that 
they have not been able to band together in 
a common defence of their ideas and ideals. The 
fourteen, along with Great Britain and Scotlnnd, 
presently members of IUS, represent more than 
two million students. No "international" union 
which does not have them as members is. truly 
"international." 

The story of IUS, as far as Canadian students 
arc concerned, is certainly one of "frustration, 
failure, defeat, regret, humiliation and confus- 
ion," although some of the terms are more ap- 
plicable than others. 

IUS was born, in the words of the preamble 
to its constitution — "to build again to a better 
world, desirous of liberty, peace and progress ■ 
to' take that place in the vanguard of the youth 
of tht, world which we have held so often before 
in the course of history." Its purpose: ". . , 
to defend the rights and interests of-students, to 
promote improvement in their welfare and 
standard of education, and tp prepare them for 
their tasks as democratic citizens." 

The idea of IUS was first acted upon in Lon- 
don, England, in the summer of 1945, following 
the World Youth Conference held there that 
year. Delegates from 37 countries met, and 
formed an International Preparatory Commit- 
tee (U'C) to organize a representative student 
congres* to be held the following summer in 
Prague, and to present to that congress a draft 
constitution which would, when adopted and 
ratifiée! by member student unions, bring the 
proposed international student union into being. 

The IPC did its work, and organized the 
World Student Congress in . Prague in August, 
1946. Representatives from more than thirty 
countries came and over the two week period 
that the Congrcee lasted adopted a constitution 
and laid the basis for the future work* of the new 
international union, 'called The International 
Union of Students.

As Others See It 



CANADA'S NEGLECT OF UNIVERSITIES 



Probably most Canadians arc not awarc that 
opportunities for the higher education of their 
children are less generous now thnn five years 
ago. Yet Dr. F. Cyril James makes this fact 
clear in his annual report as principal of McGill 
University. He points out that attendance at 
h univirîity costs the student much more than 
formerly ~~ twite as much as in 1939, according 
to or.è estimate. Though enrolments have 
risen, expansion of educational facilities has not 
kept pace. Dr. James describes the circum- 
stances as "a national problem which all Cana- 
dians roust face." To solve it, a greater propor- 
tion of the national income must be spent on 
higher education. 

The problem is a national one because the 
universities serve all Canada. They and their 
graduates are expected to contribute increasing- 
ly to the expansion of Canada's research activi- 
ties,, industry, trade, and social welfare. Brit- 
ain has recognized the importance of universities 
in* its- struggle for post-war recovery and a 
brighter future. Its grants to these institutions 



have buen iarge, and public funds aré aiding 70 
percent of their students. 

Since the war, average university expenditure 
per student has increased 33 percent in Britain 
and 22 percent in the United States. But in 
Canada it has dropped 16 percent. 

The case of McGill is instructive. Academic 
ad 



jission requirements have been raised, fees 
have been raised, the proportion , of veterans 
in attendance has dropped. Yet an enrolment 
figure that was 3,429 in 1939-40 is now a record- 
breaking 8,240. For three sessions McGill has 
resorted to deficit financing to copo with this 
overcrowding and develop several scientific pro- 
jects of importance to all Canada. But as Dr. 
James says, to continue this policy would be 
suicidal. 

Only 5 percent of McGilPs income is derived 
from government grants. All universities are 
faced with the need for greater public assistance. 
A responsibility rests upon. the federal govern- 
ment to help solve this national problem.

Over the Christmas holidays, 
McGiH'a Faculty of Law moved 
into McConnell Hall. For the first 
time in the 101. years of ils exist- 
ence, the University's third oldest 
faculty has' a home of its own. 

McConnell Hall is the old Ross 
House at 3544 Peel street, which 
served last year as a student resi- 
dence.'" At prcsont'thc Law Faculty 
Is sharing- its accommodations in 
the Hall with Iho Department of 
Psychology. But by the fall of next 
year, the Faculty will have taken 
over the entire building. 

The Hall was made possible by 
last year's McGill Fund appeal. 
With- money from the Fund, re- 
modelling of the building began 
this summer. 

Of all the work which had to 
be done on the project, perhaps tho 
greatest single amount of rccon 
version had to be done for the 11 

brary. On the first floor, it was 
possible, by erecting partitions and 
putting in hundreds of feet of 
shelving, to set up an enclosure 
which gave students more and 
brighter working space, and more 
open stacks, than the library at 
Purvis Hall. But even with the ad 
ditlonal shelving, the bulk ol the 
huge collection has to be kept 
downstairs, as it was at Purvis 
Hall. 

There were no hitches in the 
moving, which had been worked 
out thoroughly in advance. .The 
biggest single problem was in 
moving the Law library down from 
Purvis Hall. This was, however, 
quickly accomplished. The entire 
33,000-volume collection "was shift 
cd (and re-shelved in order) lr 
five days. Moving the offices o! 
the Faculty members, after that, 
was done in a day and a half. 

The Faculty's new home was 
purchased by McGill in 1948 with 
funds prqvldcd by Mr. J. W. Me 
Conncll of the Board of Govern 
ors. after whom the Hall is now 
named. 

For. the students, the particular 
pride and joy of the Hall is the 
Commdn Room, the old ballroom 
of Ross House. Thanks to a bene- 
factor (whose name is to be an 
nounccd later), $5,000 was made 
available for the express purpose 
of furnishing the room. As a con 
sequence, it was possible to equip 
the Common Room with well-stuf- 
fed, leather-upholstered chairs and 
sofas, . costly lamps, and fine rugs 
and tables befitting the magnifi 
cent old flooring, panelled walls 
and marble fireplace. The result is 
a common-room which looks more 
like the lobby of St. James Club 
than a meeting-place for under 
graduates. 

The atudent body Intends to keep 



room committee has been set up, 
with wide power lo "deal sum- 
marily' . with any individuals in- 
clined to despoil the room. 

Although it is one of the oldest 
components of the University, the 
Faculty of Law has, until now, 

never had a centre' of ■ its own. 

i . • 

When it was first "engrafted imo" 
McGill College In 1813.. Law shared 
accommodations in the five-year- 
old Art Building with the two 
senior faculties of Arts and Medi- 
cine. But Arts building was aban- 
doned, and both Arts and Law fol- 
lowed the Faculty of Medicine into 
i en ted quarters in town. Arts 
moved back ten years later, but the 
Faculty of Law continued, until 
the 1890's, to occupy rented quar- 
ters In town. 

In the midcUc of the 1890's. Law 
moved back to the Arts building, 
occupying two upper floors In the 
old East Wing (which were so cold 
and drafty that it was considered 
very appropriate for them to be 
taken over later by the Arctic In- 
stitute. In spile of the discomfort. 
Law stayed there until 1942. Dur- 
ing this time (except for a brief 
spurt after the First World War), 
the Faculty enrolment of students 
averaged abo ut 50. 

It is due mainly to this small 
enrolment that the Faculty has 
so long left* homeless. From the 
point of view of enrolment, Law 
has, until recently, been the small- 
est of McGiU's Faculties. But low 
numbers do not prevent high qual- 
ity: among the steady stream of 
noted graduates have been emin- 
ent legal scholars and- jurists, cab- 
inet members, Lieutenant-Govern- 
ors, and two prime ministers. Re- 
cently Dean Fautcux was appoint- 
ed to the Supreme Court. 

In 1942. to allow more room for 
Administration purposes — and 
the Arctic Institute—, the Faculty 
was moved up to the newly-op- 
ened Purvis Hall. The library — 
which had been perched at the top 
of the Redpath'Library — was shif- 
ted with it. After the war, how- 
ever, the number of students reach' 
cd an all-time high. An overflow 
into Duggan House served, to mark 
time for thrçe years. 

But with future enrolment ex 
pected to stabilize Itself at up- 
wards of 150, even the new centre 
may prove none too large. 

This is perhaps felt already. When 
students first walked into the ful- 
ly-installed centre' last week, cries 
were heard of "Where are the 
judges' chambers?" and "Show me 
to my suite!" Since then, however, 
(refusing to rest on their' oars) 
the- students have succeeded in 
finding clouds on their silver lin- 
ing. There are no lockers, and the 
stairway down to the cloakroom is 
narrow and winding. And there is 
beginning to be heard a deep-felt 
desire for a canteen.

Ottawa. — (Special) — Federal 
funds have again been appropriat- 
ed to assist students to obtain post- 
graduate training in physical fit- 
ncss and recreation the minister of 
National Health and Welfare, Hon. 
Paul Martin has announced. 

February 1 is the deadline for 
receipt of applications this year, 
he slated. Application forms may 
be obtained from any provincial 
fitness office or from the secretary 
of National Council on Physical 
Fitness, Ottawa. 

No more than eight grants wilt 
be made at any one time, Mr. 
Martin stated. The exact amount of 
each scholarship will be determined 
on the merits of the application, 
provided that no award will be 
less than $500 or more than $1,000. 

Ernest Lee, chairman of the Na- 
tional Council on Physical Fitness, 
explained that scholarships to en- 
courage training of leaders in re- 
creation and fitness were set up 
for the first time last year at the 
request of the Fitness Council as 
a means of gradually overcoming

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Redmen Defeated by Blues in M.B.L. Contest 53-40 



Y.M.H.A. Stretches 
Win Streak to Six 
Downing McGill 



y MARCEL BALTZAN 
Coach Joey Rlchmàn's Y.M.II.A. 
rode to their sixth conse- 
cutive victory in MBL League 
play thli season, as they downed 
the McGIU Redmen 53-40 last 
night In the Currle Gym. Flay- 
ing before one of the largest 
crowds of the year, numbering 
nearly 1,000 spectators, the Blues 
led nearly all the way to cop 
the verdict In a handy fashion. 
The Redmen were never more 
than 10 points behind during the 
entire contest and riding to with- 
in three shortly after the second 
half' began, keeping the Blues 
fighting all the way. The loss 
sinks the Redmen further into -the 
ii league cellar, giving them a one- 
fiye record for the season's play. 

In the opening game of last 
night's double bill, the Windsor 
crew took a thriller from the sur- 
prisingly strong Verdun Colonials. 
The Steak House boys wrapped up 
a M-40 verdict to take over undis- 
putcd possession of second place 
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in the standings. However the 
Grenadier Guards are only two 
points behind and have a game in 
hand. 

Neither side was able to really 
take command of the territorial 
play at any time during the con- 
test. But the Blues took better 
advantage of their opportunities 
and lapses in the McGill defense to 
sail in close for their shots. The 
Redmen, on the other hand, were 
never able to constentently get In 
under the basket for their shots. 
Most were made from well outside 
the key. 

The effect* of the long Christ- 
mas lay-off also made themselves 
evident in the Redmen'a ball- 
handling. Their passes didn't 
clock in their old rhythmic 
fashion, and Instead many went 
awry straight into enemy bands. 
The contest also marked the re- 
turn of Dave Caldwell to -active 
basketball competition. Dave had 
originally planned not to play this 
year, but just before Christmas time 
the attraction of the court became 
too strong for him to cope with and 
he forthwith reported to the first 
practice following the holidays. 

He shows promise of returning to 
his brilliant form of a year ago. Al- 
though he had trouble finding the 
basket with his shots in the early 
part of the contest, his defensive 
play was good throughout and near 
the end when he finally began to 
click on his shots he was banished 
with five fouls. 

Sol Tolchlnsky was the only 
other player to leave the relative- 
ly clean contest on this charge. 
Despite their scarcity the free- 
shot shooting played a major role 
In the contest. The Redmen 
missed time and again, while old 
Blue hands like Lands and 
Bloomfield hit with monotonous 
regularity. 

Murray Waxman of the Blues 
wrapped up the scoring honors for 
(he evening, netting a total of 17 
points. Lands followed .with 13, 
while rookie Sheldon Merling paced 
trio Redmen with a total of 12. Sid 
Tissenbaum, another Blue stalwart 
rounded out the double figure men 
with 11. 

Nearly four, minutes elapsed in 
the first half before either side was 
able to score. Waxman finally broke 
the ice but even then the tallying 
was sporadic, the scoring being only 
13-7 in favor of the Blues with 
nearly three-quarters of the half 
gone. The Blues picked up a bit to 
go into a 21-12 lead at the end of 
the half. 

The Redmen greeted the Blues 

with their strongest showing of

They will play host to La 
Salle, Georgetown, R. P. I. and Tor 
onto. The calibre of this year's op 
position may give rise to a mcdl 
ocre swim record for the squad. 

The team is bulwarked by Adin 
Merrow, Peter Mingle . and Irwin 
Kopin, three boys whose perform' 
ances are consistently good. Ming 
ie should emerge as the Dominion's 
greatest backstrokcr in the near 
future. 

The meet on January 21 should 
see a number of records fall to 
various members of the McGill 
squad. It should serve as a meas 
ure too, of the squads chances of 
success in the coming aqua wars.

The classy B.C. team, lacking tho 
services of their captain and star 
defenceman Butch Songin, Injured 
In a football game In Miami,' out- 
played the McGill squad through- 
out most of the game.

These conclusions are drawn from

ture on university students by the 
university. This figure has de- 
creased «515.49 in 1943-44 to $432.02

^decrease in endowments and Pro- 
.vlncial grants, stated the report and 
.presents a .challenge to the people 
of Canada and to the governmen

ents from Canada and 47 other 
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countries registered in the. various 
faculties. 

Although the number of veterans 
at the University has • declined 
somewhat in the past session, there 
is a slight increase in the total reg- 
istration showing, as Dr. James 
says, "that Canada has learned 
during the past ten years the great 
importance of higher education 
both to the individual and to the 
nation. "This Is in spite of a sharp 
Increase of the admission, require- 
ments and the increase in academic 
fees. 

More than eight million dollars 
were added to the endowment fund 
of the University as a result of the 
contributions to the McGill Fund 
Campaign. 'Those gifts, coming 
as they do, at a time when the 
financial problems of the Univer- 
sity are acute, have brought mater 
lal aid and warm comfort to all 
the members of the University. I 
express the thanks of each of them 
when I voice McGM'a apprécia 
tion," Dr. James said. 

Construction of the new library 
extension to the south of the près 
ent main building is expected to 
begin during the summer of this 
year. This extension will help 
cure the great overcrowding which 
is at present the case, and will 
provide greater access to many 
books at present in the stacks. The 
present plan was the. outcome of 
talks held by Mr. Pennington, the 
University librarian and those of 
Princeton and Harvard, Dean Field 
house and Mr. Gordon Pitts, Coun 
cillor of the City of Montreal. 



Attendance Records 
Broken at Mac' 

Attendance records at MacDon 
aid College were broken this year 
as the statistics in The Principals 
Annual Report show. Total attend- 
ance Including regular summer 
schools but excluding partial stud- 
ents In the Handicrafts Section 
reached 1,158. 

Due to the large number of stud- 
ents, the traditional policy of the 
College had to be modified to a 
certain extent, to allow 48 women 
students and 95. men students to 
find accommodation outside the 
University. i 

Despite the heavy load on the 
teaching staff important achieve- 
ments in research Investigations 
were made by the members of the 
Departments of Agronomy, Animal 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Agric- 
ultural Chemistry.

Questioned on the state of higher 
education in India Dr. James said 
that the University of Punjab in 
Lahore at the time of partition had 
70 per cent of the entire academic 
staff of the university leave and 
nlso 80 per cent of the clerical 
staff. They have had no files for 
two solid years and 50' per cent of 
their students were among the 
refugees. Across the frontier the 
situation Is a little less serious but 
very much the same." All this re- 
fers to northern India; I was not 
in South India at all. 

I had several discussions with 
the Canadian High Commissioner. 
Mr. Warwick Chipman on the "fact 
that there is too little information 
about Canada in Indian universities 
and libraries. The Indian univer- 
sities have a lot less, to spend on 
libraries than we have. For in- 
stance the University of Pu jab 
has an annual expenditure of $4,000 
on periodicals' and books annually. 

Asked if he had seen the prime 
minister Dr. James said that he 
had lunch with prime minister 
twice. . . . "He Is. one of tho great- 
est men in the world in our gener- 
ation. There have been very few 
men I have ever met who have 
Impressed me so much with their 
absolute unselfishness and their 
concern for the welfare of their 
country. 

"From India I went across to 
Egypt and visited the Fuad uni- 
versity in Cairo. From there to

."Weakness" Say Scots 

Scottish: .'.'It is the opinion of 

the. Scottish Union that the present 
policy of certain national unions in 
refusing to take any active part in 
the work of IUS is a policy of 
weakness. . . We hold the view that 
there will never be any construct- 
ive 'advancement in the ' present 
position, not' only In international 
student relations, but also In world 
affairs, as long as the representa- 
tives' of certain countries, 'ostrich- 
like', bury their heads In the sand 
and refuse, to admit the possibility 
of a compromise." 

-Canadian: The Canadian dele- 
gate, Gordon Gwynne-Tlmothy. 
former president of NFCUS and of 
the Toronto Students' Administra- 
tive Council, urged the need for 
greater emphasis on practical acti- 
vities. "There is a crying need for 
co-operation on practical measures 
. . . I suggest to you that It is in 
working in. and for such practical 
problems that students can find the 
understanding which must be the 
basis ' for an enduring peace. 
Emphasis on political philosophies 
can only serve — as IUS has- amply 
shown — to bring greater emphasis 
on all our differences. Emphasis 
on common practical problems .will 
serve to emphasize those things 
which we have in common. 
Must Work Together 

"My own country is an example 
of this latter policy. As some of 
you know, there are two great cul- 
tural and language "groups joined 
in it. This happy and significant 
union did not come by pitting one 
philosophy against the 6ther, and 
thus building up hatred and dis- 
trust. It came rather through a 
pursuit of common practical solu- 
tlons to practical problems which 
arose. . . Wc sincerely hope these .. 

matters. will not go unattended. . . slsts of constantly postponing 



I believe they can.be effectively 
cared for without drastically chang- 
ing our attitude to IUS, or without 
removing the possibility of co-oper- 
ation with them in whatever we 
consider to be sincere and honest 
in their activity. 

"It docs not indeed mean that 
any of us need close the door to 
IUS, should members of this con- 
ference decide to join. It means, 
rather, that within and without that 
group, we must work together to 
actualize such plans as can build 
towards a greater understanding 
and the time Is now." 

"IUS Benefits Negligible" 

—New Zealand: "Because we felt 
that the majority of its members 
seemed concerned chiefly with act- 
ing as propagandists and agitators 
for the 'People's Democracy' way 
of life, that its practical activities 
and benefits to individual students 
were negligible, that the cost of 
affiliation and participation in its 
Council were out of all proportion 
to its value, and- our ' budget,' ws 
decided to withdraw - our support 
from IUS.... We do not consider 
that there has been a slgnlfica.it 
change in the situation since." 

—American: The American dele- 
gate, Erskln Chllders, said that 
while the United States National 
Studepts Association was willing to 
co-operate in practical matters, they 
would not join the IUS as long as 
1US maintained policies "inconsist- 
ent with the democratic heritage of 
American students." 

Germans Doubtful 

—Western Germany: "From 

the very experiences wc had and 
still arc having in our country with 
totalitarianism, • wc are doubtful 
whether a minority can influence 
at any time an organization which 
is dominated by a totalitarian Idcol- 
ogy." 

— French: The French deplored 
IUS generally. They had a partie- 
ular beef, the International Games 
Festival, held by the IUS in Buda- 
pest last summer. No arrangements 
were made prior to the meet for 
weight-lifting and kindred gamej. 
At the last minute the USSR organ- 
ized a contest In weight lifting, and 
brought forward some "Russian 
muscle. men," who won hands down. 
The points for this event counted, 
so the French said, equally with 
other. events. They could only ex- 
plain the introduction of this event 
as "a further attempt to prove that 
proletarian muscles were superior 
to burgcols muscles." In another 
event, the 800 metres race, a Mon- 
golian girl was "pushed into the 
race in an effort to make the games 
•international'." The French were 
convinced the girl had never run 
bpfore. 

Too Partisan 

—The Danish, Swedish and Dutch 
delegates, while warmly pressing 
the need for international co-opera- 
tion, refused to re-affiliate with IUS 
as long as it continues its partisan 
policies. The Swedish delegate 
quoted Josef Grohman, IUS -presi- 
dent, writing- in an article, "Slu- 
dents Fighting For Peace." 
"Through the celebrations of the In- 
ternational Students Week, pro- 
gressive students, organized and led 
by the IUS, once again proudly an- 
nounce that they belong to the* 
World Popular Movement of Parti- 
sans of Peace. Through their ce'.'e- 
brallons and rnanifcslations they 
want to give a concrete expression 
of their fight for peace against the 
warmongers led by Anglo-American 
Imperialists." 

Price Too High 
. De Baum, the senior Netherlands 
delegate, seemed to express the feel- 
ings of many unions when he stal- 
ed: Vit would .require the total en- 
ergy of. the. national unions to fight 
the tendencies of the IUS, which 
means that our own national stu- 
dent interests would have to be dis- 
regarded. The price that is already 
being paid by national unions pres- 
ent here for their lenient attitude 
towards IUS. is too high if it. con- 

our 



own activities and constantly rele- 
gating our own opinions to tho 
background for the sake of this not 
truly International organization." 

For two of the last three sessions 
the delegates broke up into com- 
missions to discuss (1) the IUS and 
practical activities; (2) the IUS con- 
stitution; (3) the problems of colon- 
ial students. The Canadian dele- 
gate sat in on the first commission. 
All Reports Critical 

The final day was devoted to tho 
presentation of Commission reports, 
all of which stressed the impor- 
tance of International co-operation. 
At the same time every report was 
critical of the present IUS struc' 
turc. In general they tended to be 
a summary of the complaints or 
hopes brought forward in the dele- 
gates' statements. 

One of the most stirring speeches 
of the conference was given by the 




Finnish observer. In broken Eng- 
lish (the conference was carried un 
chiefly in English, but ' speeches 
were frequently heard in German, 
French, Dutch and Italian) he 
stressed the dislike of Finnish stu- 
dents for the political activities of 
IUS, but asserted that the peopio 
of Finland, and especially the stu- 
dents, wanted the maximum co-op- 
eration between the East and Wc3t. 

The meeting ended with a speech 
by the chairman, Stan .Jenkins, 



president of B.N.U.S. He said that 
alone, if need be, hand in hand, If 
the others would come, the BNUS 
would work to reform the IUS from 
within. Even if the" unions present 
would not affiliate he sincerely 
hoped that they would attend the 
World Student Congress 1950. 

When the conference closed, 14 
unions were still non-members of 
IUS. Many, however, planned to 
jsend observers to the 1050 confer- 
ence.
